three minutes after the priscope had 
been sighted dropped a depth charge 
At that moment the submarine's con- 
ing tower appeared between the Fan- 
ning and the Nicholson's s.'ern guns. 
The bow of the submarine came up 
rapidly. She -went down at the stern 
but righted herself. The crew came 
on deck of the submarine and held up 
their hands, the submarine surrender- 
ing.

but in a few minutes she sank, and the 
crew ot the U-boat jumped into the 
water.

Only One Man Lest. 


"Although they all wore life preserv- 


ers, a number ot them were exhausted 
when they reached the side of the de-, 
stroyer.

John P. Ste\eii>, chief American 
railway commissioner to Russia, 
arrived at Nagasaki on Dewmber 
19 from Vladivostok. He has tak- 
en all the accommodations of an 
entire hotel m Nagasaki for the 
3'JO members of his staff. 


In a statement to the Assooiat 


ed Press Mr. Ste\ens said he fully 
expects soon to return to Russia to 
prosecute the proposed work ot 
(issihtuij; in the reorgani/ation of 
Russian rail communications. He 
denied the reports that lie \xas re 
turning to America. 


TJie coiianisMon is composed of 


many of America '•> best railroad 
engineers, and their absence from 
America involves sacritice of home 
interests but Mr Ste\ens legards 
the Kushian situation as one of the 
most impoitant in the world. He 
said: 


Trebly Important 


"The demand on America by the 
European war is important, but the 
Russian situation is trebly important 
as it involves the return ot a million 
and a half German and Austrian effec- 
tives, and gives unlimited possibilities 
to the German organization ot Rus- 
sia's resources and man power 
"Russia at present presents a com- 


pletely chaotic condition, permeated 
by the most clever 
German propa- 


ganda in every way and every •where 
among all classes "ot the people Nev- 
ertheless, I believe the better judg- 
ment ot the mass ot the people •will be 
asserted and Germany will not suc- 
ceed to forcing a separate peace Such 
a peace can not be concluded if the 
allies promptly give their help and 
suggestions. 


Maxlmilict* Strong. 


"The MaxJmilists now in control 


are much stronger than* generally 
credited In any future reorganizations 
or attempts at a stable government. 
the Maximilists must be considered 
and handled rightly.

30 Per Cent Efficient. 
The railways and other industries 


are operating at only 30 per cent of 
their efficient power Food is plenti- 
ful, but is not being distributed The 
peasants are holding a three years' 
stock of wheat and other staples, but 
are now forced to sell The ruble has 
greatly depreciated in value or is re- 
garded by them with suspicion. 


"The government evidently is un- 


able to commandeer food and a fam- 
ine threatens, for which the peasants 
largely are responsible There is also 
a coal famine and the production is 
only one-third ot the normal because 
the miners are refusing to work 


Supplies at Vladivostok. 


"At Vladivostok the supplies of all 
kinds are carefully guarded The port 
authorities have erected large ware- 
houses and there is not much deteri- 
oration in the supplies 
The Bolshe- 


viki are in possession and the sol- 
dfets maintain order, but laborers are 
uneasy at the prospect that the con- 
tinuation of the good conditions is un- 
certain. 
"Siberia is not so much disturbed as 


Russia and the peoples desire to sup- 
port any government appearing to be 
stable 
The uncertainty in Russia 
rests in the vast preponderance of the 
I80,000i000 persons in the peasant 
class 
If Germany is allowed to fin- 


ance and advise them, the situation is 
lost" Well Disposed to America. 


Mr Stevens said tnat everywhere 


he found the people well lisposed to- 
ward America 
Even when soldiers 


stopped his specir.l car ani entered it 
they appologized and withdrew on 
learning that the passengers were 
Americans 
The American influence 


is strong, possibly stronger than that 
of the other allies, and Mr 
Stevens 


thinks it now should be exerted to the 
utmost, but that the application of 
physical force in any degree is not ad- 
visable 
Sympathy and Help. 


Tn conclusion Mr Stevens said 
• Not for a moment should the allies 


relax their sympathy and help but on 
the contrary, should quadruple their 
efforts 
The be«t sentiment in Russia 


is with us, but the question is how to 
give in such a manner as to main- 
tain the sympathy of the intelligent 
classes and offset the German influ- 
ence 
^"e should earnestly beg the 
allies not to punish the Rusian people, 
who love their country nor to aban- 
don them to the Germans 


•\Ve are going back, and will stay 


there as long as we can be of any as- 
iistance to the Russian people "

Gentlemen: 


You are aware that we bid good-bye 


to our homes and loved ones on the 
2Jtn day of December, and this Is to 
Inform you one and all that we ar- 
rived at our destination on the 23rd 
of the same month, although some of 
the boys swore 
with outstretched 


arms to the Maker of the Universe, 
that it was the 23rd of January—this 
was due to their fatigued condition. 


We enjoyed tue trip to the fullest 


extent 
and absorbed all that our 


spongy constitutions would absorve. 
The Montana state is a very beauti- 
ful one, whose mountains were viewed 
with eagerness. 
Some of the boys 


saw two mountains where others only 
saw one, but that was due to the light 
a'mosnhere. • We 
were greeted at 


every station with a feeling of friendli- 
ness and cheers and enthusiasm was 
our answer. 


We missed our connections at Spo- 


kane, therefore we had to retire over 
night at one of its noble hotels, which 
made us long for the good old G. P. 
We also had to stop over night at 
Portland, which is something over 
100 miles from the Fort; another long- 


ing for our warm rooms went through 
our minds, due of course to the tact 
that the people in this country do not 
know it is winter time and have not 
started their heaters and furnaces. In 
spite of the rain we pursued our soli- 
tary way until we reached the Fort, 
at which place we were greeted by a 
group of friendly spectators, whose 
friendliness is unceasing. 
The 
offi- 


cers, from highest to lowest, are our 
MPT|S and comrades for the ideal for 
which we came. 


Adapting ourselves to army life has 


been a very hard task; especially 
from the standpoint of board; but it is 
all that we expected and in time we 
think we would preter no other—at 
least we like it with a sense of duty. 
We are all healthy, with the excep- 
tion of a few colds among the boys. 


We wish at this time to give our 


heartiest thanks to the workers of 
the Red Cross and Y. M. C. A., for 
their work in making a soldiers' life 
as pleasant aa possible. Most of the 
toys are wearing .their sweaters and 
wristlets, which makes us new rook- 
ie* envv their comfortable condition. 


We close this little note by assur- 


ing you ,one and all. that the Pacific 
coast is well protected, in case ot an 
invasion, by the undersigned.

In 
reply to Mr. Spreckels's charges, Food Administrator Hoover issued a statement in which he said 
that "it required no proof from me to establish that Mr. Spreckels, the leading sugar-refiner, is 
sore at the Food Administration, and would like to see it destroyed. I realize that Mr. Spreckels's 
balance sheet will not look so good next year as last, for refiners' profits have been regulated."

Washington, Dec 9 —The railroads 


of the United States passed into gov- 
ernment possession at noon Friday as 
Secretary 
McAdoo, 
designated 
by 


President \Vilson as director general 
of railroads was delegating to the rail- 
roads war board the task of operating 
them for the present 


The war board, comprising five of 


the country b 
foremost 
executives, 


who ba\e been in supreme charge of 
the roads for the last nine months, 
were called 
in-to conference at 
11 


o'clock to di&cuss, plans for welding all 
transportation line-, into a bingle gov- 
ernment operated s>,tem They left 
the treasury department two hours 
later under instructions to continue 
their functions and lo submit immed- 
iately a plan of operation lo the direc- 
tor general 


First Formal Order. 


Tonight Mr McAdoo issued his first 


formal order designed to speed up 
freight 
movement, telegraphing all 


railroad presidents and directors in-1 
structions to move traffic by the most I 
convenient and direct routes At the' 
same time he ordered them to con-' 
tinue the operation of their lines in 
conformity with the president's proc- 
lamation putting them under govern- 
ment control. 


There was no indication tonight 


whether Mr. McAdoo intended event- 
ually to displace the war board with 
an organization of his own or to con- 
tinue its organization for the duration 
of the war It was made clear, how- 
ever, that it will continue to function 
until the director general decides that 
a better system can be devised. 


Most Expeditious Routes. 


The order that freight move by the 


roost expeditious routes opens the 
way for a pooling of traffic impossible 
heretofore by reason of statutes de- 
signed to prevent the practice by car- 
riers operated under private direction. 
It takes from the shipper the right to 
route his freight as he wishes and 
leaves to the railroad traffic manager 
the task of sending it most directly' 
and where there is least congestion. 


Although Mr. McAdoo does not be- 


lieve a complete unification of all rail 
systems can be brought about over 
night, even with legal restrictions lift- 
ed, he expects measures to be taken 
under government control will remove 
some of the obstacles that now pre- 
vent the rapid movement of freight. 
Members of the war board were re- 
quested to study the situation and 
report on any measures to relieve con- 
gestion they think might wisely be 
pat into force. 


No Plans for Staff. 


Thus far the director general has 


made no plans for a staff, although it 
is considered likely that one of his 
legal assistants will be John Barton 
Payne of Chicago, now legal advisor 
to Chairman Murley of the shipping 
board. He asked the war board today 
for a complete chart of its organlza. 
tion, which was furnished tonight. In 
drafting into service the war board 
organization 
the director 
general 
takes over the services of all 
the 


board's committees including the op- 
erating committee of eastern 
rail- 


roads headed by A. W. Thompson of 
the Baltimore and Ohio 
He obtains 


the service as well of the board's car 
service committee, which is now as- 
sisting the interstate commerce com- 
mission in distributing cars 


Pooling Equipment. 


Tooling of railroad equipment, al- 


ready started by -the war board, will 
be carried much further under gov- 
ernment operation Common use es- 
pecially will be made of terminal fa- 
cilities. 


An early measure to relieve conges- 


tion, it was. intimated tonight, will be 
a denial of transportation to non-cs- 
bcntial commodities 
Traffic that is 


considered unnecessary will be cut off 
including both passenger and freight 
movement 


This subject will be left largely to 


Robert S Lovett, government direc-

Men Government Employes?.
